Presidential  hopeful  sets  BYU  stop-over 


Senator  George  McGovern, 
self-announced  presidential 
candidate  from  South  Dakota, 
will  speak  at  BYU  Tuesday,  Nov. 
23. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Academics 
office  and  the  Young  Democrats, 
Senator  McGovern  will  be  on 
campus  between  noon  and  2 p.m. 
in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
according  to  Bill  Fillmore, 
ASBYU  vice  president  of 
Academics. 

While  the  Republican  party  is 
remaining  serenely  quiet,  the 
democrats  have  produced  a flurry 
of  motion  of-self-nominated  men 
who  want  the  Presidential 
nomination,  and  the  right  to 
oppose  Richard  Nixon  in  1972. 
McGovern  has  secured  prime 
television  time  Thursday  and 
Friday  to  speak  to  the  nation. 

He  was  among  the  forerunners 
of  announced  candidates, 
disclosing  his  intentions  early  in 
1971,  and  has  since  been  joined 
by  several  others  in  fact  or  in 
rumor. 


McGovern  is  in  his  second  term 
as  Senator  of  South  Dakota, 
having  been  elected  in  1962  and 
again  in  1 9 6 8.  He  was 
unsuccessful  in  a bid  for  the  1968 
presidential  nomination  and  has 
been  involved  in  the  Democratic 
party  structure  and  delegate 
selection  committee. 

The  son  of  a Methodist 
clergyman,  McGovern  had  been 
chairman  of  the  Senate  Select 
Committee  on  Nutrition  and 


Human  Needs,  the  Senate 
Subcommittee  on  Indian  Affairs 
and  is  a member  of  the 
Committees  on  Agriculture  and 
Interior. 

McGovern  will  pass  through 
Utah  and  Idaho  Tuesday  and  will 
speak  at  BYU  and  the  University 
of  Utah.  He  hopes  to  visit  with 
the  First  Presidency,  and  will  do 
some  television  interviews,  in  the 
Beehive  State. 


Class  drop  deadline  nears

Former  communist 
captive  speaks  today 


Reverend  Richard  Wurmbrand,  a 
Rumanian  Lutheran  minister  who  was 
held  as  a prisoner  by  the  Communists  for 
14  years,  will  speak  at  the  Forum 
assembly  today  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
at  10  ajn.  His  topic  will  be  “Christianity 
Behind  the  Iron  Curtain”. 

H u m a n i- 
tarian,  writer, 
lecturer  and 
author.  Dr. 

Wurmbrand 
taught  Old 
Test  ament 
history  in  a 
seminary  in 
B u rcharest 
before  the 
Communist 
take  over.  In 
1945  follow- 
ing the  Com- 
munist seizure 
of  Rumania, 

he  began  a secret  ministry  to  captive 
Rumanians  and  Soviet  soldiers  in  the 
invasion  force. 

Arrested  in  1948,  he  was  committed  to 
prison  where  he  served  three  years  in 
solitary  confinement  and  five  additional 
years  in  “mass”  cells,  during  which  he 
was  subjected  to  medieval  tortures.  His 
wife  was  also  arrested  at  that  time  and 
was  separately  imprisoned  for  three  years 
during  which  time  she  served  as  slave 
labor  on  the  never-completed  Danube 
Canal. 

DURING  THE  FIRST  eight  years  of 
captivity  from  1948-1956,  he  suffered 
torture.  In  solitary  confinement  late  at 
night  he  “tapped”  the  Gospel  to  other 
unseen  prisoners  on  the  wall  in  “prison 
morse  code.”  Years  later  in  a mass  cell,  he 


met  a fellow  prisoner  who  had  been 
converted  to  Christianity  by  this  method 
of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  prison. 

After  eight  years,  Wurmbrand  was 
released  and  promptly  resumed  his  work 
with  the  Underground  Church.  Two  years 
later,  in  1959,  he  was  re-arrested  and 
sentenced  to  25  years  in  prison.  He  served 
two  and  one-half  years  in  a basement 
“dying  room”  for  fatally  ill  prisoners. 
Until  then,  no  one  had  survived  more 
than  two  weeks  there.  In  the  dying  room, 
he  was  not  exempt  from  the  tortures 
exacted  upon  him  to  tell  the  names  of 
members  of  the  Underground  Church. 
During  this  time,  he  was  able  to  win 
several  Communist  guards  to 
Christianity— who  were  then  imprisoned 
themselves  with  the  Christian  prisoners 
they  had  beaten  and  tortured. 

HE  WAS  RELEASED  in  a general 
amnesty  in  1964  and  again  continued  his 
underground  ministry.  In  great  danger  of 
the  third  imprisonment,  Christains  in 
Norway  negotiated  with  the  Communist 
authorities  for  his  release  from  Rumania. 
The  Communist  government  had  begun 
“selling”  their  political  prisoners.  The 
“going  price”  for  a prisoner  was  $2,000. 
His  price  was  $7,000. 

In  May  1966,  Wurmbrand  testified  in 
Washington  before  the  Senate  Internal 
Security  Subcommittee  and  stripped  to 
the  waist  to  show  18  deep  torture 
wounds  covering  his  body.  His  story  was 
carried  across  the  world  in  newspapers  in 
the  U ,S.,  Europe  and  Asia.  Hewas 
warned  in  September,  1966  that  a 
decision  had  been  made  by  the 
Communist  regime  of  Rumania  to 
assassinate  him.  He  has  been  called  the 
voice  of  the  Underground  Church. 
Christian  leaders  have  called  him  a “living 
martyr”  and  the  “Iron  Curtain  Paul”.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  held  yesterday  ASBYU 
President  Reed  Wilcox  pointed  out  that  donors  and  students  are 
helping  the  church  in  two  ways.  By  taking  on  half  of  the  library 
building  costs  the  Church  will  have  the  other  half  to  put  to  other 
useful  purposes. 

Dave  Gunn,  project  public  relations  director,  suggested  student 
help  will  be  needed  on  a continuous  basis  throughout  the  whole 
project,  and  even  after  the  building  is  finished.

KB  YU-FM  returns  after  silence

KBYU-FM  has  gone  to  a dog,  or 
so  the  ‘man’  power  they  used  to 
help  put  them  back  on  the  air 
again  would  seem  to  indicate. 

After  1 1 weeks  of  silence  and 
the  help  of  a canine  in  the  repairs, 
KBYU-FM  is  alive  and  well  again. 
Responsible  for  this  is  a new 
transmitter-a  brand  new  antenna 
site  high  in.  the  Oquirrh 
Mountains,  southwest  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  the  state’s  most 
powerful  FM  signal. 

BYU’s  stero  radio  station  was 
abruptly  put  out  of  commission 
on  Aug.  30  when  a bolt  of 
lightning  struck  the  transmitting 
antenna  on  Farnsworth  Peak  in 
the  Oquirrh  Mountains,  dealing  a 


death  blow  to  the  station’s 
transmitter,  already  afflicted  with 
what  its  engineers  called  a 
“terminal  disease”. 

Installing  the  new  transmitter 
was  not  an  easy  job  at  the  new 
site.  Though  a building  to  house 
the  transmitter  and  a tower  to  put 
the  antenna  on  were  already  there 
(KBYU-FM  shares  the  site  with 
five  other  broadcasting  stations, 
including  KBYU-TV). 

Power  equipment  could  not  be 
used  in  digging  the  800-foot 
trench  from  the  equipment 
building  to  the  tower. 

The  terrain  was  so  steep  that,  as 
one  KBYU-FM  staffer  disclosed, 
“Any  power  equipment  would 
have  fallen  right  off  the 
mountain.”  So  the  trench  was  dug 
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with  picks  and  shovels  by 
KBYU-FM  staff  volunteers. 

In  addition,  a 400-foot  pipe  had 
to  be  laid  at  one  spot  to  protect 
the  coaxial  cable  running  from  the 
equipment  building  to  the 
antenna. 

When  the  pipe  was  laid,  there 
was  the  additional  problem  of 
getting  the  cable  inside.  Finally, 
someone  hit  upon  the  idea  of 
using  a little  dog  to  carry  a fishing 
line  through  the  pipe  which  could 
then  be  used  to  pull  the  cable 
through.  After  a couple  of 
practice  runs  through  shorter 
lengths  of  pipe,  the  dog  was  put  in 
the  big  pipe,  and  beet  the 
engineers  to  the  other  end! 

Fortunately,  work  had  begun 
almost  four  months  earlier  on  a 
new  transmitter  and  antenna  site 
at  Mt.  Vision,  five  miles  south  of 
Farnsworth  Peak.  After  spending 
a total  of  seven  months, 
five-thousand  man-hours,  and 
fifty-thousand  dollars,  the  new 
transmitter  was  ready  to  go.

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The  vote 

The  Senate  voted  yesterday  to  repeal  the  seven  per  cent  auto  excise 
tax  rather  than  merely  suspend  it  for  a year,  and  then  commit  its 
billions  of  revenue  dollars  to  combatting  air  pollution  and  building  mass 
transit  systems. 

IN  ANOTHER  adminstrative  victory,  Senators  approved  a plan 
which  would  give  $400  million  a year  in  tax  savings  to  corporations 
that  export. 

Firms  which  open  new  plants  in  declining  rural  areas  or  in  big  city 
ghettoes  will  receive  $750  million  in  extra  tax  cuts,  the  Senate  voted. 

THE  PROPOSAL  to  revamp  Social  Security  will  be  delayed  until 
next  spring,  the  Senate  voted  yesterday,  raising  benefits  five  per  cent  on 
July  1 and  higher  in  the  future  as  the  cost  of  living  goes  up. 


An  average  increase 

The  Price  Commission  approved  a 2.5  per  cent  average  increase 
requested  by  American  Motors  for  its  1972  model  automobiles. 

The  Commission  said  it  was  considering  two  other  requests  for 
automobile  increases-a  5.9  per  cent  average  boost  by  the  Chrysler 
Corp.  and  a two  per  cent  increase  by  Ford. 

In  a four  hour  meeting,  the  Pay  Board  turned  down  labor’s  attempt 
to  get  a reversal  of  the  ban  on  retroactive  payment  of  pay  raises  denied 
during  the  90-day  freeze.  The  only  votes  for  the  measure  were  labor’s 
five. 

But  a labor  source  said  the  board  would  still  consider  the  issue  of 
retroactive  pay  on  a case-by-case  basis,  especially  for  teachers. 

The  Pay  Board  invited  soft  coal  industry  and  mine  workers’ 
representatives  to  appear  today  to  discuss  a newly  agreed  contract  that 
management  estimated  would  provide  a 39  per  cent  increase  in  wages 
and  benefits  over  three  years. 


Further  rejection 

The  National  Bar  Association  representing  more  than  4,000  black 
lawyers  urged  the  Senate  yesterday  to  reject  the  Supreme  Court 
nomination  of  William  H.  Rehnquist.  While  opposition  to  Rehnquist 
rises,  the  assistant  U.S.  attorney  general  was  defended  in  a Senate 
speech  as  the  Judiciary  Committee  prepared  for  a vote  on  his 
nomination  and  that  of  Lewis  F.  Powell,  Jr.,  a lawyer. 

Taft  rejected  suggestions  that  Rehnquist  “is  not  sensitive  to  the  civil 
liberties  and  rights  of  our  citizens.” 

Rehnquist  has  stated  publicly  that  he  will  “render  judgements  on  the 
law  and  will  not  interject  any  personal  feelings  or  previously  argued 
legal  positions  into  his  decisions.”

Military  seize 
full  Thai  power 

BANGKOK  (UPI)  - A new 
Revolutionary  party  headed  by 
Prime  Minister  Thanom 
K i t ti-kachorn  yesterday 
suspended  constitutional  rule  and 
seized  full  power  in  a bloodless 
coup  to  deal  with  “the  increasing 
threat  to  national  security.” 

Radio  Thailand  said  the  move, 
similar  to  one  taken  last  month  by 
Prime  Minister  Lon  Nol  of 
Cambodia,  had  the  approval  of 
the  Thai  monarchy. 

Field  Marshal  Thanom,  70,  will 
remain  prime  minister  and 
commander  in  chief  of  the  armed 
forces,  Radio  Thailand  said.  His 
party,  including  civilians  and 
members  of  the  army,  navy  and 
air  force,  suspended  the 
constitution,  abolished  parliament 
and  the  cabinet  and  imposed 
martial  law  through  out  the 
kingdom. 

“The  current  world  situation 
and  the  increasing  threat  to  the 
national  security  required  prompt 
action  which  is  not  possible 
through  due  process  of  law  under 
the  present  constitution.”

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Nixon  permits 
chrome  import 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
’resident  Nixon  signed  legislation 
'esterday  permitting  the  United 
.itates  to  import  chrome  ore  from 
Ihodesia  in  a direct  violation  of 

* Jnited  Nations  sanctions  against 
he  all-white  African  government. 

The  U.N.  sanction  was  applied 
lifter  the  Rhodesian  government 
;plit  away  from  the  British 
Commonwealth  in  1965,  and 
; forced  the  United  States  to  rely 

* on  the  Soviet  Union  for  about  60 
per  cent  of  its  chrome  ore. 

The  provision  to  permit  U.S. 
importers  to  buy  Rhodesian 
(chrome,  a strategic  metal  used 
mostly  in  the  manufacture  of 
’(steel,  was  attached  as  an 
amendment  to  the  21.3  billion 
military  procurement  bill  by  Sen. 
(Harry  F.  Byrd  Jr.  He  argued  the 
iprovision  would  free  the  United 
States  from  relying  on  a 
Communist  nation  as  its  chief 
isupplier  of  a critical  mineral. 

Senior  administration  officals 
(conceded  that  the  legislation  was 
in  direct  conflict  with  the  wishes 
of  the  United  Nations.  They 
expressed  displeasure  at  the 
prospects  of  U.S.  importers 
buying  Rhodesian  chrome  when 
Ithe  law  becomes  effective  Jan.  1, 

> but  they  said  the  amendment  Was 
) perfectly  legal. 

They  noted  that  when  a U.S. 
(statute  which  becomes  effective 
i subsequent  to  the  provisions  of  a 
treaty,  the  statute  prevails  over 
the  obligations  of  the  treaty. 

These  officials  were  reluctant  to 
predict  what  might  happen  as  a 
result  of  the  U.S.  decision  not  to 
abide  by  all  the  sanctions  imposed 
against  Rhodesia.  But  they 
anticipated  at  the  very  least 
protests  from  a number  of  black 
African  nations. 

Regulated  blood 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Charging  that  alcoholics,  drug 
addicts,  and  other  paid  donors 
were  infecting  thousands  of 
Americans  with  hepatitis,  Rep. 
Victor  V.  Veysey,  R-Calif., 
introduced  legislation  Wednesday 
to  regulate  blood  banks. 

Veysey  said  more  than  2 million 
blood  transfusions  would  be 
performed  this  year  in  the  United 
States.  “One  out  of  every  150  of 
these  will  cause  death  from  serum 
hepatitis  in  the  over-40  age  group, 
plus  a lot  of  sick  younger  people.” 

The  freshman  congressman’s  bill 
would  establish  a federal  office  to 
license,  inspect  and  regulate  all 
blood  banks.

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Nixon  cautiously  signs  weapon  bill

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  signed  a $21.3 
billion  military  weapons  bill 
yesterday,  but  said  he  would  not 
be  bound  by  its  provision  urging 
him  to  set  a date  for  total 
withdrawal  of  all  U.S.  forces  from 
Indochina. 

The  House,  meantime,  moved 
toward  a vote  on  a $71  billion 
defense  appropriation  bill 
containing  a similar  provision,  but 
supporters  of  that  end-the-war 
amendment  expressed  doubt  that 
it  would  be  approved. 

In  signing  the  military 
procurement  bill,  which 
authorizes  money  to  pay  for  such 
weapons  as  the  Safeguard 
antiballistic  missile  system,  ABM, 
Nixon  said  he  would  disregard  the 
“Mansfield  amendment”  which 
asks  the  President  to  set  a final 


withdrawal  date  subject  only  to 
the  release  of  American  prisoners 
of  war  and  an  accounting  for 
those  missing  in  action. 

‘‘TO  AVOID  possible 
misconceptions,”  Nixon  said  in  a 
statement,  “I  want  to  emphasize 
that  that  section  of  this 
act  . . . does  not  represent  the 
policies  of  this  administra- 
tion ...  It  is  without  binding 
force  or  effect;  and  it  does  not 
reflect  my  judgment  about  the 
way  in  which  the  war  should  be 
brought  to  a conclusion. 

“My  signing  of  the  bill  that 
contains  this  section,  therefore, 
will  not  change  the  policies  I have 
pursued  and  that  I shall  continue 
to  pursue  toward  this  end.” 

Nixon  also  said  that  such 
legislative  actions  as  the  Mansfield 
amendment— and  presumably  the 


House  amendment  as  well  — 
“hinder  rather  than  assist  in  the 
search  for  a negotiated' 
settlement.” 

IN  HIS  STATEMENT,  Nixon 
reiterated  that  “our  goal-and  my 
hope-is  a negotiated  settlement 
providing  for  the  withdrawal  of  all 
foreign  forces,  including  our  own; 
for  the  release  of  all  prisoners  and 
for  a cease-fire  throughout 
Indochina.” 

But  in  the  absence  of  such  a 
settlement,  Nixon  said  “the  rate 
of  withdrawal  of  U.S.  forces  will 
be  determined  by  three  factors: 
by  the  level  of  enemy  activity;  by 
the  progress  of  our  program  of 
Vietnamization;  and  by  progress 
toward  obtaining  the  release  of  all 
our  prisoners  wherever  they  are  in 
Southeast  Asia  and  toward  a cease 
fire  for  all  of  Southeast  Asia.”

Humans  and  animals  often  exhibit 
some  amazing  silmilarities.  For  example, 
some  people  are  as  oblivious  to  the 
dangers  of  the  moving  automobile  as  are 
cattle.  It  is  not  unusual  to  see  a cow 
traipse  carelessly  across  the  street, 
unconcerned  by  traffic,  lights,  or 
impending  danger.  To  see  a person 
exhibit  the  same  reckless  abandon  causes 
one  to  wonder  just  what  or  if  some 
people  are  thinking. 

Automobiles  on  this  campus  have 
learned  to  yield  to  pedestrian  traffic. 
Many  a sad  situation  has  been  averted 
because  the  driver,  who  may  well  have 
been  thoroughly  irritated,  had  the 
presence  of  mind  to  decelerate  and/or 
stop  as  he  approached  a student  too 
anxiously  awaiting  his  turn  to  cross  the 
street. 

For  students,  the  driver  who  does  slow 
down  may  be  a hazard.  They  merely  dart 


into  his  path  as  if  he  had  trespassed  their 
sacred  ground.  The  driver  who  goes  “too 
fast”  (15  m.p.h.)  may  encounter  the  < 
eager  student-the  one  whose  ego  is 
bolstered  when  he  wins  at  “chicken.”

Redress 
of  UN 
grievances

On  BYU’s  stalwartly  conservative 
campus  it  is  difficult  for  a persecuted 
political  hack  to  know  whether  to  engage 
in  retorts  to  naive  cliches  or  grapple  with 
issues  on  a serious  plane.  After  the 
school’s  near-hysterical  response  to  the 
admission  of  Peking,  I immediately  began 
to  wonder  if  a rebuttle  was  simply  a futile 
waste  of  time. 

But  it  is  in  the  hope  that  you,  the 
reader,  have  not  skipped  over  this  column 
to  discover  .what  is  currently  playing  at 
the  Varsity  Theater  that  enables  me  to 
forego  studying  my  social-psychology 
text  and  hammer  out  some  thoughts  on 
the  United  Nations. 

Often  I have  heard  that  the  U.N.  is 
simply  a pawn  in  the  mighty  hands  of  the 
Communists.  Though  several  chants  and 
slogans  readily  support  this  curious 
viewpoint,  proof  of  the  allegation 
doesn’t  seem  to  be  forthcoming.  If  any 
nation  reigns  in  the  forum,  it  is  the 
United  States.  A quick  glance  at  the  votes 
on  the  significant  issues  confirms  this 
belief. 


THE  CREATION  of  a Jewish  state  (an 
item  of  particular  importance  to 
millenium-conscious  Mormons)  was  an 
action  of  U.S.  sponsorhip  that  suceeded 
after  a long  struggle  in  the  General 
Assembly.  Israel  exists  today  because  of 
efforts  of  the  U.S.  and  the  U.N. 

People  who  cite  the  admission  of 
Peking  as  an  example  to  “prove”  the 
reddish  tendencies  of  the  international 
body  don’t  seem  to  realize  that  the  China 
issue  was  defeated  almost  20  times 
previously.  The  Soviet  Union,  who  was 
supposedly  dictating  its  will  during  this 
period  had  an  extremely  poor  showing 
for  a dominating  monolith. 

The  Congo  Crisis  also  serves  as  a case  in

Against  the  Soviet  Union’s 
wishes-and  with  our  support-several 
thousand  U.N.  troops  were  sent  to  the 
Congo  to  bring  about  a settlement 
between  embattled  antagonists.  Though 
the  USSR  vehemently  protested— the 
troops  went. 

But  many  YAFfies  also  used  this  case 
to  decry  Russia’s  attitude.  The 
extenuation  of  this  assertion  is  that  the 
Soviet  Union  is  delinquent  in  its  payment 
of  bills. 

FACT:  the  USSR  is  no  further  behind 
in  payment  of  regularly  apportioned  dues 
than  is  the  USA. 

Where  they  are  trailing  is  in  payment 
for  special  assessments  (specifically  the 
Congo  action).  They  didn’t  want  to  pay 
for  a service  they  felt  shouldn’t  be 
rendered.  Many  Americans  who  criticized 
this  beligerant  attitude  were  the  first  to 
call  for  a U.S.  cutback  in  funds  after 
being  unsuccessful  on  the  China  vote.  In 
other  words:  The  Old  Double  Standard. 

Because  of  our  “enlightenment”,  we 
assume  that  it  is  legitimate  for  us  to 
engage  in  back-door  deals  while  the  Bad 
Guys  must  conform  to  our  rules  of 
acceptable  behavior. 

Remember:  The’ United  Nations  is  not 
supposed  to  be  a forum  for  just  nice 
people  of  the  world  to  give  speeches 
complimenting  each  other.  It  is  a body  of 
diametrically  opposed  philosophies  in 
continual  conflict. 

UNICJtF  is  constantly  involved  in 
programs  that  are  geared  to  difficulties 
confronted  by  children.  The  U.N.  was  the 
first  to  arrive  with  aid  in  the  Congo  crisis 
and  for  the  Palestinean  refugees. 

The  agencies,  programs  and  actions 
have  unquestionably  saved  lives  of 
Human  Beings— even  if  there  are  people 
with  Russian  passports  sitting  in  the 
General  Assembly.

Nancy  Roeller,  BYU  Travel  . 
Studies  promoter,  explained  tours 
centered  in  France,  Austria,  Spain 
and  Israel,  still  have  openings  left. 
The  tours  are  scheduled  to  leave 
Jan.  29,  1972  and  return  June  8. 

The  France  tour,  headed  by  Dr. 
Don  Jensen,  BYU  professor  of 
French,  and  assistants  Josetta 
Ashford  and  Earl  Fry,  will  be 
centered  mainly  in  Grenoble,  but 
will  take  week-end  side  trips  to 
Switzerland  and  Southern  Europe. 
Two  semesters  of  French,  as  it 
will  be  the  main  point  of  study  in 
Grenoble,  is  a prerequisite  for 
tour  members. 

The  Salzburg  tour,  headed  by 
Dr.  Keith  Roos,  BYU  professor  of 
German,  requires  that  its  members 
have  2 previous  semesters  of 
German.

Utah’s  pheasant  hunt  closes  in 
Salt  Lake  and  Utah  Counties  Nov. 
21,  continues  through  Nov.  28  in 
other  counties,  and  ends  Dec.  12 
oh  State  and  Federal  lands. 

Many  landholders  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  special  provision 
in  the  upland  game  proclamation 
by  extending  the  pheasant  hunt 
on  their  lands  through  Dec.  12. 
This  is  done  by  posting  with  signs 
bearing  the  words  “Open  To 
Pheasant  Hunting”  or  “Open  to 
Pheasant  Hunting  By  Permission”. 

Hunt  extension  signs  must  be 
no  farther  apart  than  600  feet 
along  the  boundary  and  on  all 
corners,  lanes,  and  gates  of  the 
property  being  extended.  Signs 
are  available  free  from  Wildlife 
Resources  offices  or  local

Pheasant  daily  bag  limit  is  three 
roosters  with  six  allowed  in 
possession  after  two  days  of 
hunting.  Only  shotguns  with  shot 
sizes  number  four  or  smaller  may 
be  used  for  upland  game  birds.  If 
birds  are  dressed,  one 
fully-feathered  wing  must  remain 
attached  to  each  bird  to  permit 
species  identification  during 
transport. 

Upland  game  hunbers  12-15 
years  of  age  must  be  accompanied 
while  hunting  by  an  adult  21 
years  of  age  or  older.  Children 
under  the  age  of  12  years  are  not 
permitted  to  hunt  game  birds  in 
Utah. 

Illegal  sinkbox 

Hunting  waterfowl  from  a 


floating  sinkbox  is  illegal  in  Utah 
according  to  the  Division  of 
Wildlife  Resources. 

Golden  Peay,  Wildlife  Resources 
Law  Enforcement  Chief,  said  the 
prohibited  type  of  sinkbox  is  a 
raft  or  any  type  of  low  floating 
device  having  a depression  which 
affords  the  hunter  a means  of 
concealing  himself  below  the 
surface  of  the  water. 

A sinkbox  permitted  for 
waterfowl  hunting  is  the 
permanently  located  type  that  is 
placed  into  a hole  in  a shallow 
water  or  mudflat  area  with  only  a 
few  inches  of  edge  exposed  above 
the  surface.  Also  legal  is  the 
“sinkhole”  which  is  a hole  in  the 
mud  with  mud  banked  around  the 
edges  to  keep  water  out.

,,  The  synthesizer,  which  has 
been  previously  used  to  reproduce 
Bach  fugues,  will  now  be  I 
programmed  to  create  the  wailings 
of  a trapped  soul  in  endless 
torment.  (Something  the  critics 
said  it  did  long  ago  when  it  was 
used  to  create  rock  music.) 

Actually  the  synthesizer  took 
the  recorded  voice  of  Ivan 
Crosland,  instructor  of  Speech 
and  Drama,  as  he  wailed  like  a lost 
soul  and  added  the  effect  of 
frantically  beating  moth  wings. 
One  of  the  characters  in  the 


classic  is  condemned  to  being 
trapped  in  the  body  of  a moth. 

The  production  is  full  of 
illusion,  sound  effects,  and  stage 
trickery.  In  one  scene  the  interior 
of  a barn  changes  into  an  inferno 
as  a jury  of  daitmed  souls  appears

Marvin  moves  over  the  waters

Few  albums  reach  ethereal 
heights.  ‘Ships  of  Dust’  by  Marvin 
Payne  does. 

For  that  reason,  it  leaves  a 
writer  with  hands  in  air,  pencil 
lying  dormant  on  the  paper,  as  he 
taps  the  rhythms  and  rhyme  from 
his  feet  into  his  mind.  For  no 
word  magician  can  capture  the 
translucence  and  scope  of 
Marvin’s  album;  a spirit  such  as  is 
displayed  on  this  disc  bears  no 
review-jail. 

A great  lover  of  the  sea,  Marvin 
sets  our  sails  on  his  musical 
cohesiveness  across  the  dark 
waters  of  mortality.  By  the  close 
of  the  first  song,  ‘Ships  of  Dust,’ 
we  have  already  experienced  the 
star-truths  that  are  to  guide  us  on 
a voyage  which  has  no  end,  as  it 
continues  on  a sea  of  glass  made 
celestial. 

WITH  A TRAINED  and 
professional  baritone,  Marvin 
moves  us  on  with  tenderness  and 
care  to  ‘Spirals,’  a song  that  will 
pour  and  adapt  as  clear  water  into 
the  pitcher  of  your  most  intense 
existence  and  most  poetically 
realistic  dreams. 

From  aimless  circlings  and 
wanderings,  traveling  from  one 
spiritual  enticement  to  another, 
we  perceive  and  feed  upon  the 
beautiful  things  of  this  world. 

Then  we  are  swung  in  a 
pendulum  and  lifted  to  the  effect 
of  poignant  desire  as  expressed  in 
the  song,  ‘Hunger.’  In  the 
frustration  of  a man,  we  fight  the 
false  counsels  which  deceive  us  in 
the  illegitimate  panacea  that  all 
else  but  the  Gospel  offers. 

TAKEN  BACK  TO  stories  we 
learned  to  sing  and  recite  as  a 
babe  about  Jesus,  we  dance  in 
that  same  innocent  joy  back  to 
young  pure-light  like  a ballerina 
twirling  on  a musical  carousel. 

With  ‘Child  of  Mine,’  we  are 
given  a small  gift  of  peace  as  we 
eavesdrop  in  on  a lyrical  and 
euphonic  conversation  between 
divine  parents.  Nikki  Ann, 
Marvin’s  wife,  beautifully  blends 
her  voice  to  his,  becoming  both  a 
compliment  and  complement  to

the  album.  With  such  celestial 
seasoning  to  the  song,  the 
concepts  are  equally 
magnanimous:  as  children  we  are 
but  an  earlier  now,  older  than  the 
suns  and  stars,  here  on  earth  with 
a ‘light  inside.’ 

‘MY  SHEPHERD  Will  Supply 
My  Need,”  not  Marvin’s  tune, 
sings  of  the  late-priesthood  joy 
that  is  in  the  Gospel,  after 
traveling  through  the  deepest 
searchings  with  Marvin’s  voice  and 
coming  around  to  the  home-pearl 
beauty  of  the  simple  truth  that  is 
within  each  of  us. 

Now  that  we  have  passed 
through  the  difficulty  of  evolving 
and  knowing,  we  must  have  some 
hope  of  a foundation  to  build 
upon  that  will  be  eternal.  The 
most  rousing  number  of  the 
album,  ‘Build  Your  Brothers’ 
warns  us  that  we  must  help  within 
the  special  family  that  is  quietly 
and  together  building  a Kingdom 
in  the  midst  of  chaos. 

THE  SECOND  SIDE  of  the 
album  is  a pyramid  of  songs,  the 
first  portraying  the  toil  and  labor 
taken  to  reach  the  topmost  stone, 
‘Love:  Land  and  Sea.’ 

‘Deserter’s  Hymn’  allows  a 
glimpse  of  the  border-line  convert 
case  who  has  lived  on  hate  and 
finds  it  hard  to  understand  a foe 
who  is  love  Himself,  white-robed, 
peaceful.  With  sensitive  credulity, 
the  deserter  chooses  the  wooden 
staff  to  the  steel-cold  sword. 

Past  two  more  tunes  collected 
on  the  edge  between  the  shore 
and  s e a - d i v e r s i t y and 
med  i.  o' crity  — until  a 
near-semblance  of  assurity  is 
reached  with  ‘Like  A Child  Upon 
the  Sea.’ 

WITHIN  THIS  SONG,  the  sea 
metaphor  is  rolled  back  and  forth 
with  tlje  waves  of  his  harmony. 
The  sea  gives  the  impression  of 
infinity,  yet  is  finite  just  as  the 
world  seems  so  infinite  through 
the  eyes  of  the  young. 

Also,  on  dry  ground,  will  has 
power  over  actions.  With  the  sea, 
or  worldliness,  the  power  of  the 
will  is  diminished,  subject  to  its 
currents.  An  illusionary  item,  the 
sea,  sparkling  and  blue,  gives  the 


impression  of  purity,  yet  it  cannot 
nourish. 

The  most  superb  in-depth  study 
of  the  soul,  ‘Love:  Land  and  Sea’ 
allows  Marvin  to  garb  himself  with 
the  firmament  of  his  priesthood 
and  stand  out  from  behind  this 
wax  curtain  he  has  created. 

FINALLY,  WITH  the  last  tune, 
it  is  time  to  lay  down  on  the 
beach  of  our  efforts  and  dream  of 
‘the  clean  generation  to  follow.’ 
We  see  the  young  people 
ministering  among  the  nations  on 
the  beach,  held  back  ‘while  the 
ages  are  sown’  and  watch  them 
become  a part  of  the  great  dream 
that  is  the  Lord’s  own. 

And  we  are  challenged  to 
remain  valiant,  continuing  to  hear 
the  voice  of  God  over  the 
pounding  roar  of  the  world.
